The Pan-Am Is already building 
on Market street, Decatur, oppo­ 
site the Alabama Brick and Tile 
company and expects to go into the 
new plant on the above date. Mr. 
Cortner declared today that the 
local bulk plant 
covers 
45,000 
square feet 
of space 
and 
that 
trackage facilities have been pro­ 
vided. 
Two huge tanks with a 
capacity of

will be located on the plant tract,

SHRINK V(.F OF CROP AREA NOT 
A MATTER TO WORRY ABOUT. 
The current business letter of the Central N ation­ 
al Bank takes cognizanes of the shrinkage of crop 
area in America, pointing out th a t while this shrink­ 
age totals some 19,000,000 acres, in five years, it 
nothing to worry about. 
.The letter explains;, 
, 
This notable decease has occurred, for the 
most part, in the eastern cotton states in the 
■I 
corn and winter wheat belts, and the hay and 
dairying region between Lake Michigan and the 
Hudson river. Much of this land has, of course, 
reverted to pasture while, within the 
same 
period, the acreage listed as woodland, cut-over 
land and forest has increased by 9,000,000 acres. 
Under the circumstances, the trend cannot be re ­ 
garded as an unwholesome one. 
It is, of course, directly due to the agricultural 
depression of the past six years. Between 1909 
and 1919, more than 46,000,000 acres were added 
to the nation’s plow land, and th f reaction was 
inevitable. By reason of improved methods |n d 
increased production per acre, there has 
been 
110 perceptible decline in aggregate production 
and the crop area is still sufficient to supply 
domestic needs and provide every year a large
